Prior art fails to teach an apparatus or a method for detecting a macro 
virus adapted for use on a digital computer comprising the steps of analyzing 
the code whether the code contains instructions causing a macro to be moved 
to a global environment wherein flags the macro if there contains instructions 
causing the macro to be moved to the global environment and further analyzing 
for the same macro whether the code contains instructions to cause the flagged 
macro to be copied to a local document thereby declaring that the flagged 
macro contains a macro virus if there contains a copy to local document 
instructions for the flagged macro. 

Further, prior art fails to teach declaring there are no macro virus 
present upon the steps of analyzing the code that does not contain a move to 
global environment instructions for the macro and a copied to a local document 
instructions for the macro that was flagged.
